The General Council will meet again to- 
night, and it is to be supposed that the 
connection question will be taken up. The 
lapse of time, instead of silencing different 
parties, has but added force and energy to 
their determination, and so far as now ap- 
pears, a settlement by the Council is fur- 
ther iiwaj' than ever; and the difficulties 
to be overcome in a satisfactorj’ settlement 
of the vexed question only increas<‘ in 
number and intensltj'. But that is not the 
onlj’ question of importance to the public 
which ought to be settled and put out of 
tlie way. The Kentucky river improve- 
ment subscription, which has been hang- 
ing in the upper board for nearly two 
month.s, without any apparent good re.a- 
son, should be reported at once, either for 
or against, aiul let action be had. So far 
as has been made manifest, nobody doubts 
tlie importance of this work — no'oody 
doubts the immense benefits which its 
completion must bring to the city and 
citizens. It is doubtful if any one oppose 
the subscription, unless it be the owners of 
coal-mines now contributing to the supply 
of this city: and it is not to be supposed 
that the interests of one man or any set of 
men are to override the ,interests of the 
city at large. The canal basin question 
should also be decided, either for or 
against, and not permitted to die awaj*. 
Tlie contract lietween the city and canal 
company, reported four or five weeks ago, 
or the basis of a contract, should he re- 
ported by the committee to whom referred, 
and action taken at once. Delays are 
dangerous; not only In business life alone 
is this true, but in all other matters; and 
the longer these great public questions 
are delayed, the more difficult will the set- 
tlement become.

A raiding crowd of rufliaus, whose hearts 
are steeped in crime and overflowing with 
[jealoMsy; a rabble; a mongrel a.ssoeiation 
of cut-throats; a gang of fur 0/ (hit ces, 
who steal hor.ses for the purpa.se of .speed- 
ily visiting a distant locality, aud to e.xe- 
cute an innocent and inoffensive citizen; 
a court of death in the saddle; a .secret 
society of .self-constituted administrators 
of justice, which abhors light and carries 
a skull aud cross-bones as its seal of au- 
thority in defiance of law and in the name 
of order ( ‘M; an incarnation of hatred and 
murder, spitting out oaths of vengeance 
on the hushed night air through gritted 
teeth and handling the rifle, the noose and 
the dagger as a scepter; a cowardly ban- 
ditti with masks/emblematical of blood, 
and shrouds suggestive of the blackness 
of the tomb — this is the order which, at 
different times during the last three years, 
has gloried in the name of ''Jieffiiltidors, ' 
and terrified the neighborhood of Preston- 
ville, in this State, with its ominous warn- 
ings, its littleness and meanesses of pur- 
poses as to ends, and with its other and 
worse rascalities. The latest Jndirlul act 
of this conglomeration of deviltry is what 
we have term<-d in our opening sentence 
“Another Outrage,” and the particulars 
are as follows: 

Last Saturday night, a band of forty 
mounted men, after stealing horses, two of 
which belonged to Randolpli Mitchell and 
S. \V. Wright, went to the rosiJcin-e of M. 

.1 Maddox, near Prostonville, and demand 
cd tliat lie and the negroes wlio work on 
Ills farm should surrender. Mr. MaiMox 
replied, in snhstance, that “as God would 
have it, ho had two bull-dog boys with 
him, and three guns witli rusty charges, 
waiting for a favorable opp.^rtiinity ; he 
would not surrender, but take a little 
more sugar first.” At this the armed 
regulators commmenc-ed firing upon 
the house. The niglit was dark, 
and consequently impossible for Mr. M. 
and his boys to display their workman.ship 
to advantage. However, after a long 
fight, tlie band was dispersed, though they 
declared they would return and try it 
again at another time. In their flight the 
mounted rascals were obliged to leave be- 
hind them the two stolen horses, one of 
wliich was shot in tlie shoulder by the 
Maddox party. These two horses were 
taken to Carrollton by Mr. Maddox on 
Sunday morning and locked np. On 
.Monday the owners, Mitchell and M’right, 
appeared and proved their property’. The 
above facts are contained in a letter which 
we have in our possession, and which was 
written by Mr. Maddo.x to his brother, .1. 
H. Maddox, who resides in this city*.

He assert.s that the payment of valid 
claims is much retarded by the great num- 
ber of those received from parties not en- 
titled, but who imagine or hope that under 
some of the numerous acts, resolutions 
and decisions existing, something ma 3 " be 
coining to them; and this is proved by the 
fact that out of the 54,383 claims received, 
26,526 — neatly one-half — were rejected. 
These all have to be examined, and, not 
F|>ecifytng under what particular act or 
re.'-olution the claim is made, a thorough 
investigation of the soldier’s entire mili- 
tary historj’ has frequeiitl.v to be made, in- 
volving much more time and labor than 
are requi.>ite whore the claims are spcci- 
fled. 

Another serious embarrassment to the 
progre.-is of the work is the extensive pre- 
.sentations of fraudulent elaim.s in the 
cases of colored soldiers. In some eases 
parties falsel.v personate soldiers whose 
discharges tliey have .somehow bectwne 
possessed of, but more generally the fraud 
is in pretending to lx- the heirs of deceased 
8oldier.<. In some case.s as many as five 
applicants have claimed to be the widow 
of the .same soldier, aii|} instaneps of three 
and four are verj* frequetit — each present- 
ing perhaps equally strong evidence of 
marriage. The habits and manner of life 
of the colored people in the South has 
been such that, in many of these cases, 
there may be no fraudulent intent, or un- 
truthful statement; but the difficulty of 
ascertaining whether a claim is fraudulent 
or not. and deciding who among the 
claimants are rightful ones, necessaril.v 
makes the examination teiliou?. 

On the 1st of Octolier there was an ac- 
tual count of the claims for bounty on file, 
and the number was found to be 61,928, of 
which 5T,8.*>2 had been examined, leaving 
nnexamiiied 7,076. of which number about 
5,0(tl) were awaiting the decision of the 
Attorney t^^eral, upon a point sulmiitted. 
leaving the examining branch onln about 
2,000 casc.'i behind, or, in point of time, 
two weeks. Of the 57,852 examined, 4:’..- 
716 were suspended for defects, leaving 
1 LI 36 correct, of which number 7,053 are 
held for information from other hurcaus. 
Ac., h-aving the settling branch 7,083 
cases behind the examining in'anch, or, in 
point of time, about si.x weeks.

The .\udifor complains of the want of 
funds to pa.v detective.*, or the expense^ 
of the clerks who t oiiM be detailed for in- 
vestigation, and renews his recomineuda- 
tiou of last .vear, that ten thou.sand dollars 
be appropriated for that purpo.«c. 

I'he archive.s of the oilice are ver.r e.v- 
teiisive, occupying all the available space 
of twent.v-two large room.", and contain 
records accounting for the disbursement 
of more than $2, ('00, 000, 000 in mone.v and 
proporf.v. 'riiesc arc now being rearranged 
ibr better preser\alion and more conve- 
nient reference. The recommendation is 
made that Congress provide for at once 
closing the property account.s of volunteer 
oflic**rs. who l;a\e beeti out of service 
manyAcars. in view of the .slight proba- 
bility that thej' can ever be adjusted, or 
that the govern;iiotit can ever realize an i' 
pecutiiar.v advantage from further at- 
tenijits to adjust them, as all these olli- 
cers have been paid for their military scr- 
vic«‘s, and it is almost impo.«sible to reach 
those whose account" have not a!rca<ly 
Viecn .settled. Such ayirovision will enable 
the bureau to reduce its force, and reduce 
the expenses of tlie office about twentj' 
thousand dollar* per annum. The dis- 
chaige fif clerks siiiee thc'commeiuemer.t 
of the fiscal year lia- tilr-ady reduced 
the annual expense some twenty live thou- 
sand «loIIar,s. 

The auditor clo.sos his reports with a 
handsome compliment to his clerks, sny- 
ng that the condition of the office has 
never been more satisfactorj', and the du- 
ies never more cheerfully or faithfully per- 
formed, 

Wasiunotox, November 1 
A number of interesting deci.sions were 
rendered to-da\' in the Supreme Court of 
the I'liited States, The mast important 
opinion was delivered by the Chief J ustice 
case from Alabama, involving the 
validity of contracts between citizens of 
the Confederate States entered into dur- 
ibg the war, and payable in or requiring 
the payment of Confederate tuoney. The 
court held that although the Confederate 
fiovernmeiit was an illegality and 
nullity under the laws ,nud Con- 
stitution of the I'nited States, . it 
was, nevertheless, a J'at-hi govorniuent, 
as respects (hose States over which 
its authority in fact extended, and that 
the citizens of those States, being com- 
pelled to obey its laws and carry on all 
the business of life under them, might 
lawfully contract under and with refer- 
ence to tho.se laws, and to the inonej' which 
they created and legalized. Contracts 
entered into for the mere promotion of the 
Confedt-rate cause would not, of course, 
be enforceable in the Federal courts, but 
those Itetween private individuals, for pri- 
vate purposes, were in the same categorj* 
as fair contracts made in an iuvatlod 
countrj', according to the laws imposed by 
the invader, during his occupation. 

The opiiiiou of the Chief Justice, which 
was elaborate' :uid able, entered fulh' into 
the consideration and classification of ih 
lartu governments, several sorts of which 
were enumerated and historically illus 
trated. The two cases to which the pres 
ent was particularly likened were those 
presented by the British occupation of 
Castine, in Maine, during the war of 1812, 
and our own holding of Tampico during 
the Mexican war. In both of these ca.ses 
the Supreme Court had held that obedience 
and temporary allegiance were due to the 
government bj’ which the territory was oc- 
cupied and controlled for the time, an«l 
that its laws and regulations, as enforced, 
determined the rights of parties within the 
imils of occupation.

Major 
Byrne went into the room also, and 
imagining that his peculiar appearance 
was owing to the fright consequent on the 
discharge of a pistol in the usually quiet 
bouse, conmieueed soothing, us ihej' 
thought, the gentleiuan's feelings. They 
continued engaged in this way for some 
time, •when no change appearing iu the 
patient, Mrs. Sheppard looked at him 
more anxiously, and discovered through a 
nude opening iu the bo.soni of hi.s shirt 
that there was blood upon his breast. The 
fact* was at once apparent that he 
iiad been shot. In the mean- 
time, youhg Lcinuel Sheppard was 
observed to be hurriedly running away 
from the house. It was known to the in- 
mates that his mind was liable to become 
abnormally irritated at times, and they 
thought tlnat lie had one of his ^pell.s upon 
him, so they followed him three miles 
through the woods and brought him baek. 

He offered no resistance. When he was 
brought into the house, it became generally 
known that he had shot his^ sick father. 

The excitement and the feeling through- 
out the hou.se, of course, was very intense. 

He was placed under arrest, and is now iu 
the county jail at Oakland.

When Mrs Morgan 
returned in a few hours she was horrified 
to see the innocent little babe burned al- 
most to a crisp, its distorted features indi 
eating the terrible agonies it had endured 
The nurse, who still remained at the house, 
was at once taxed with the deed, but de- 
nied it bitterly, stating that the child s 
legs had been eaten off by a dog, while 
she left only for a few moments.

The prlncliml eeciec consisted lu sllc- 
pinR tee foreanu through the rope. Instead of 
withdrawing the band, and the lecturer showed 
that by 8tietchl«g the wrists a per*OD coui.l ..se 
his hands wlia remarkable ea-e, although at Qrsi 
apparently closely tied together. The untying 
process was also gone through with. 

The l<*ciurer, alter being tied by one of the re- 
porteis present, and pronounced -ecure. disen- 
gaged himself in less lime than was required to 
lie him, and also showed how a hand might be 
released in“tantaneou?ly when m**dluma were 
tied with the square knot so geuerally used by 
audience commuiees. In suca cases il was only 
necessaiy to twist the knot In a certain way to 
change It Into two half bitches, which sllpiwd 
easily. The hand then ciime out without dlln- 
culty. and, after performing various trick*, was 
slipped back again, the knot drawn oown bv 
muscular aontraciion and the performer left tied 
as securely as before. - 

All this wa performed on the platform by the 
lecturer, together with a great variety of other 
feats, which, la the closed cabinet, seemed very 
mysterious, but outside as simple as putting on 
and removing a pati of glove*. 

The ontlre performance wa* entirely free from 
attempts at concealment, and not only dissipated 
the myslerv of the Davenpo't exhtblilona, hut 
demon-trated that with practice any one may 
acquire the same protlclency.
